Paaaengera Rush lo Rail* 

The paaaengera, moat of whom 
were at dinner, scurried to the 
railt, many still clutching their 
napkins. Others tumbled from state¬ 
rooms. The crew surged up from 
the hold. 

Two miles away, resort residents 
—who had been sitting on their 
lawns a moment before talking 
about the mildness of the night- 
rushed down to the water’s edge 
aghast at the horror before them. 
Boats put out from the beaches. 
Fishing craft near the liner hurried 
toward her. 

With the fire licking up the deck, 
the passengers, joined by the cerw, 
huddled toward the bow. 

Screams Heard Ashore
